City and School Corporation Could 


Lower Rate, But Will Not on 


Account of Higher Prices 


Indications are that the total tax 
levy next year for the City of Rush­ 
ville will not 
be lowered 
and will 
remain close to $4.10 on the $100. 
The city council 
will establish its 
levy newt week, 
as will the school 
city. The township levy has already 
been made. 
The state tax has been 
lowered 
one and one-half cents and if all 
the other levies 
in the county and 
city remain the same the rate fo$ 
the City 
of 
Rushville 
would 
be 
$4.08o on the one hundred dollars. 
The commissioners do not establish 
the county levy until September, but 
the indications 
are that there will 
not be any great changes. 
The levy for the city this year is 
$1.15. 
This probably could be low­ 
ered but because of the uncertainty 
of the markets due to the war and 
the necessity 
of paying a higher 
price for all materials the 
council 
undoubtedly will leave the levy the 
same for next year. 
Regardless 
of what 
action 
the 
legislature takes on the coal situa­ 
tion the city is going to pay more 
for its coal, because there is not 
much chance of getting it as cheap 
as the contract for this year. 
All 
supplies are higher and indications 
are that they have not reached the 
highest point. 
Because of this the 
revenue raised by a $1.15 levy will 
just about be sufficient. 
The school 
city 
is in a similar 
position. 
The levy for school pur­ 
poses this year is $1.25 on the $100. 
This could 
be 
lowered 
but 
the 
school board takes the position that 
since supplies cost 
more 
and the 
fuel bill has 
been doubled it will 
recpiire a levy 
this 
high 
to have 
sufficient revenue 
to operate 
the 
schools. 
The 
school 
boards 
will 
make the levy next week. 
The taxpayers living in the city 
are required 
to pay taxes towards 
the township poor fund and a town­ 
ship tax. 
These are the only 
two 
classes of the township 
levy that 
applies to the city. 
The township 
tax for next year will be four cents 
and the poor tax eight cents. These 
rates are the same as last year. The 
advisory 
board of Rushville town­ 
ship has established the township 
levy. 
The county tax totaled $1.179 this 
year. Of this the sum of seventy- 
six cents 
for gravel 
road 
bonds 
was the highest. There is not much 
chance that this will be lowered as 
the county has constructed a large» 
number of gravel roads this year 
and is still paying on those built in 
former years. 
Through an act of the last legis­ 
lature the sJate 
debt sinking fund 
levy of one and one-half cents was 
abolished. 
The total s4ate tax was 
formerly .401 cents on the hundred 
dollars. 
This rate 
will 
be 
.386 
cents on the hundred next year and 
there is a chance 
that the total 
rate in the eity will thus be lowered 
to $4.08. Regardless of the changes 
in levies the combined rate for the 
city of Rushville is hound 
to be 
close to $4.

The right of a layman to vaccin­ 
ate hogs, a matter of importance to 
the farmers 
of

county, will 
Jikely be decided in three criminal 
suits filed before Squire Kratzer of 
this city. 
The me n charged with 
vaccinating 
and receiving 
a fee 
without having a veterinary license 
are Ralph Miles, representative 
of 
a serum company with office in the 
Nipp 
Insurance 
company; 
Fred 
McFatridge of Posey township, also 
agent of a serum company and 
A. Shurlin of Indianapolis, who has 
4>een vaccinating hogs here. 
The charges were filed by Emmett 
Davis, secretary of the state board 
of 
veterinary 
examiners, 
several 
days ago, but late this afternoon no 
actual arrests had been made. The 
tentative date for the trial has been 
set for next 
week. 
The three men 
accused were waiting today to be 
served with the papers. They 
have 
retained Samuel L. Tra'bue, Douglas 
Morris and Thomas M. Green to de­ 
fend 
them 
and a test case of the 
question involved 
will 
likely 
be 
made. 
It is alleged in the affidavits that 
the men 
vaccinated hogs 
and re­ 
ceived a fee 
for doing the work, 
which it is charged constitutes an 
offense 
of 
practicing 
veterinary 
medicine without a license. 
Under a charge of this kind grave 
possibilities are opened up for the 
farmer who 
vaccinates 
his 
own 
hogs. He would be as liable to pro­ 
secution, it was pointed out. 
The 
cases promise to be hard fought as 
the precedent established is impor­ 
tant both for the veterinarians of 
the county 
and the agents of the 
serum companies. 
The men accused state that the 
veterinarians 
association 
is 
at­ 
tempting to coniine the vaccination 
of hogs among themselves only and 
thus reap the harvest. Miles stated 
today that he had been vaccinating 
hogs, but denied practicing medicine 
without a license.

in the

Of this sum of $81,324.99 
the 
teachers received $21,970.98. 
The 
report shows that 1,108 pupils at­ 
tended 
the 
schooLs 
in, Rushville; 
263 in Carthage and 2,428 in 
the 
balance of the county. 
The school 
revenue of the county amounted 
to 
$255,084.91 for the year. 
The estimated value of the school 
property in the county 
is $502,500. 
Of this sum $190,000 of the proper­ 
ty is located in Rushville. 
The transportation item, once 
a 
small -thing, has grown to enormous- 
size. 
It cost the county a total of 
$21,812.11 to transport 1,010 pupils 
to and from the schools. This means 
an average o f-$21.50 for each pupil.

tention to Severe Penalities of 


Act of June 15 


AT REQUEST OF STATE BODY 


The State Council of Defense has 
asked the county councils of de­ 
fense in the state to call attention 
to the severe penalties attached to 
espionage in any form, provided for 
in an act of congress 
of June 15, 
1917. 
A. L. Gary, chairman of the 
Rush County 
Council 
of Defense, 
points to section 
three 
of the act. 
which reads as follows: 
Whoever when the United States 
is at war, shall willfully make or 
convey false reports or false state­ 
ments with intent to interfere with 
the operation or success of the mil­ 
itary or naval forces of the United 
States or to promote the success of 
its enemies and whoever 
when the 
United States is at war, shall will­ 
fully cause or attempt to cause in- 
ubordination, disloyalty, mutiny, or 
refusal of duty in the military 
or 
naval forces of the United States, 
or shall willfully obstruct the 
re­ 
cruiting or enlistment service of the 
United States, to the injury of the 
service of the United States, 
shall 
be punished 
by a fine of not more 
than $10,000.00 or by imprisonment 
for not more than twenty years or 
both.

former United States 
senator from Indiana and democra­ 
tic nominee for 
vice-president 
in 
1908, died suddenly here last night 
at the age of sixty-eight 
years of 
uremic poisoning. 
Mrs. Kem and 
a daughter, 
Mrs. George B. Law­ 
son of Roanoka, Va., were with him 
at the time of his death. 
He came 
here a week ago to recuperate. 
Up to the time of his retirement 
from the senate last March, when he 
was succeeded by Senator Harry S. 
New, Mr. Kem was majority floor 
leader and chairman of the demo­ 
cratic conference committee. 
John Worth Kern was born in the 
village of Alto, Howard county, Ind­ 
iana, Dec. 20, 1849. 
The town 
is 
four and one-half miles southwest 
of Kokomo, 
at that ' time 
a very 
sparsely settled region. 
His father, 
Dr. Jacob W. Kem, was bora 
in 
Botetourt County, Virginia, in 1813. 
Dr. Kem moved to Shelby bounty 
Indiana in 1836, where he lived until 
1846, 
at which 
time the 
family 
moved 
to Howard 
county. 
Three 
years later John Worth Kertf1 was 
bom, and in 1854 the family moved 
to Warren 
county, Iowa. There Dr. 


Kem practiced medicine and farm­ 
ed, and iu 1864 the family returned 
to Howard county, Indiana.

John 
returned 
te 
Alto there was 
no 
school ip the 
neighborhood sufficiently advanced 
for him and he was sent to Kokomo, 
where he attended the Indiana Nor­ 
mal School of Kokomo, 
a private 
school. 
When not quite 16 
years 
old John taught a district school 
three and a half miles east of Alto. 
He had determined to become a law­ 
yer and went 
to the university at 
Ann Arbor, 
Mich., for additional 
schooling. 
He remained at Ann Ar­ 
bor for three years, one year in the 
literary .department and two years 
in the law department, 
graduating 
from this school in March, 1869. 
He returned to Kokomo and en­ 
tered upon 
the 
practice 
of lawT, 
opening 
an office for himself. 
He 
soon associated himself with J. F. 
Elliott, and this partnership 
con­ 
tinued 
for two 
years. 
Following 
this he had several partners in the 
law, among them L. J. Hackney, N, 
R. Lindsay and 
Col. N. P. Rich­ 
mond. He 
was nominated as the 
democratic candidate for the Legis­ 
lature in 1870, but was defeated. In 
1872 he was elected city attorney of 
Kokomo by the council and served 
until 1884.

year he was 
nominated by the democrats for re­ 
porter of the supreme court of Ind­ 
iana and was elected, serving for 
four years. He removed to Indiana­ 
polis in 1885, 
and had since 
sided in that city.

operation in the city of Blooming- 
ton.

with each successive "market day"

The first "small-town" market is 


the outgrowth of co-operation 
be- 


tween citizens of Bloomington and 
the Indiana University department 
of economies and' social science. 
Professor Frank T. Stockton, after 
a series of investigations, which in- 
cluded markets of various sizes, 
believed' the idea of bringing the 
jroducer and consumer together in 
;hese war times could 'be worked out 
n the small town as well as in the 
:arger towns. A local movement had 
been started 
in Bloomington with 


the idea of lowering prices of farm 
products 
if 
possible. 
Professor 


Stoekton and Professor C. M. Hep- 
burn, 
of the Indiana University 


School of Laiw, joined this local 
movement and the first retail market 
in Bloomington was started. It has 
>een in operation some weeks and 
:he prices of all foodstuffs. sold on 
:he markelt has been forced down in 
ocal stores from 10 to 15 per cent 
and in'some.instances, even lower. 


•Indiana University had financed a 


field trip during which 
Professor 


Stockton 
studied retail 
markets 


carefully. Then he applied his know- 
ledge to the Bloomington .market. He 
drafted a market ordinance and it 
was adopted by the common council. 
Provision was 
made for a market 


advisory committee to oversee the 
market and study its problems. Pro- 
fessor Stockton was named chair- 
man of .this committee. The ordin- 
ance provided for a growers' 
or 


producers' 
market, to be held on 


Wednesday and Saturday mornings. 
A market space 
was set aside on 


one of the sltreets near' the public 
square.
